enunens. It is not then to te wondered 
at that those siiTiS?'- officers •wuiv im 
pret^ed with the atirbonty, nnc«ustita 
ti-r-al thcus-a ir was, to shoot down in 
cold bicc*I men who ha-1 coiumitted n 
rash act, who were not tt^passers on 
private property ami who were only 
Eiarcbing upon the public highway. 


Immediately the fatrit is with these 


s&eriff"* officers, who ought to be pun 
isned for their bloody work. But back 
of it all h a damnable system that haa 
^grown np IB this country in defiance of I 
nor MiftStitatioB and ia repugnance to 
otn* iastitutioas — a system that ought 
to be abolished by the strong power of 
public sentiment. Is is that lawless sys- 
tem whereby *>•« courts, through un- 
constitutional injunctions, become the 
oppressors of the weak. The injwxctiom 
by nature designed merely to "com- 
mand an act which the court regards as 
essential to justice or to restrain an act 
which w esteemed contrary to equity 
and good conscience" has come to be a 
powerful clnb which corporations ose 
to whip their dissatisfied employees in- 
to lin»- Too often courts have placed 
this clnb in the hands of merciless em- 
ployers of human labor, and the club 
has invariably been wielded to the detri- 
ment; of equity, iu defiance of justice 
and wholly regardless of good con- 
science. 


If these miners had assaulted the 


property of the muse owners, the offi- 
cers woiald have been justified in pro- 
tecting that property, even at the sacri- 
fice Of the life of every invader. 
But 


when it ccmes to shooting men down 
on tbe public highway — meii who had 
committed no overt act — the situation 
demands tie thoughtful attention of 
every good citizen aad the system that 
is responsible for such * monstrous act 
<xdla for the strongest possible condem- 
nation and tbe moit spt«dy abolition. 


A strike involves a difference between 


individuals, between employers and em- 
ployed. K men engaged in the same 
Ime of mannfactnre have a right to 
coaibiue for tht; establishment of the 
rat* of wages they are to pay, as well 
as for the fixing of the price of their 
output, certainly the men who toil in 
the same line have a right to combine 
for their own mutual advantage. . In 
such a controversy public sympathy 
will generally go on the right side 


Bat the efforts of the officers of the 


law ought to be exerted to the one pur- 
pose of maintaining the public peace. 
Their authority should not be exercised 
an either side of the controversy, but 
should be wholly neutral. But can we 
say that in this miners" strike the courts 
have been neutral? Can we say that 
they have not overstepped their author- 
ity when, after properly prohibiting 
the strikers from injuring the mine 
owners' property, they have also pro- 
hibited these strikers from assembling 
and marching upon the highways? And 
can we say t>iat the officers of the law 
havs maintained their proper sphere 
when they have gone out upon the high- 
way to meet these men and shoot then; 
ilown Jike dogf? 


The multinDllionajrcs combine into 


trusts and syndicates, in open drfianow 
of law, to Keep up the pnco of their 
output, and they combine to keep down 
the wages paid t<> toilers. These trusts 
invade lot .,uly ihe public, highways, 
S,uf they invadu the courts, they despoil 
l^hlattireH, they tamper with the na- 
tional oongrfjhs, thev Imbo RtiitwOTf-n 
jiucl they defy every law fcnaeted for 
ih^ir regulation. 


But. the saun- mt n who dcfv law for

der a gradual rise tu price, a rue steady 
enough to improve the condition of the 
farmers and yet slow enough to permit 
all interests to adjost themselves to the 
new demands to be made on their re 
sources. 


Our meaning will be clear if the 


reader will bear in mind that it is no 
light thing in this country at this time 
to have tbe price of a prime article of 
food supply doubled in a night, as it 
were, and without compensating con 
ditioss- 
While we ar- congratulating 


tbe fanners on their sensational stroke 
of good fortune we must likewise have 
an eye to the necessities of a very large 
class of our population—namely, the 
working men and women, the wage

is scheduled for October 13, according 
to the advance report of tbe weather 
observer 
This is tbe average date 


on which tbe first frost occurs in 
autumn, and tbe first killing frost for 
spring is predicted on April 25. 


In the advance Information issued 


by tbe bureau, tbe normal tempera- 
ture ftr the month of October Is aver- 
aged at 52 The warmest month was 
that of 1879, witb a temperature of 
61, and the coldest one was tbat of 
1888, wltb a temperature of 46. The 
warmest October day was the second 
In 1891, and the coldest was tbe 26&h, 
1887. 


The average rainfall for the month 


la 239 inches, and tbe greatest 
amount of precipitation recorded (» 
one month waa In October. 1881, tbe 
least, 0 32 in 1882. 
Tbe largest 


amount for any 24 consecutive hours 
was 3.10 on October 2, 1602. There 
was also a trace of snow fall in this 
month in '85 and '95, during tbe lat- 
ter part of tbe month. 


The prevailing direction of the 


wind Is southwest, and tbe highest 
velocity reached was 48 miles from 
tbe southwest on Octobar 28, 1S74.

The treaty conference 
at Big Tree in 179? resulted in the sale 
of all the Indian lands west of the 
Genesee river, excepting ten tracts re- 
served, a total of 337 square miles, to 
Bobert Morris, representing the Holland 
Land company.

when; iutensive farming is practiced. 
In such farming tbeaini is touconomire 
all the elements of fertility, to utilize 
wstcr. fertilizer, labor, etc.. to the beat 
possible advantage. If fertilizers are 
used, these will give the best returns if 
kept in the upper layers of the soil, 
where they can be fully utilized by the 
plant. If "irrigation is practicable also,, 
the amount of water applied should not 
be excessive, othcrwii* the fertilizing 
materials are either washed into the 
lower layers of the soil, where they can- 
not be utilized by the plant, or are en-1 
tircly removed in the drainage. 


Edmund Gain, a French authority, 


has shown that the water requirements 
of plants differ widely at different 
stages of growth. 
His 
observations 


show that it would be very injuri- 
ous to the plant, even if it were pos- 
sible, to maintain a uniform state of 
moisture in the soil. He observed, for 
instance, that for the ordinary farm 
crops the optimum, or most favorable 
amounts, of moUture'in the soil at dif- 
ferent stages of growth were about as 
follows: At the time of planting the 
eoil should have ubout 25 per cout of 
the. total amount of water which it is 
capable of holding; then it should fall 
to lf> per cent and remain at this point 
until the first leaves arc formed, when 
it should be raised quickly to nearly -10 
per cent. It should be allowed to fall 
rapidly to about 35 per cent and remain 
at this point until shortly before flow- 
ering, when it may be raised gradually 
to 40 pec cent and then allowed to fall 
rapidly to 13 or 15 per cent, where it 
remains during fruiting and maturity. 


Briefly, then, the soil should be only 


moderately moist at time of planting 
and comparatively dry thereafter until 
the first leaves are formed, when it 
should be thoroughly irrigated. 
It 


should then be allowed to become com- 
paratively dry and remain so until the j 
flowering stage, when it should have its 
most liberal irrigation. Alter this it 
should be allowed to become dry during 
fruiting and maturity. Of course this 
represents ideal conditions which can- 
not be completely secured in practice, 
but it suggests bjw irrigation waU-r 
may be greatly economized at the sume 
time that the most favorable conditions 
of growth are secured for the crop. 


This alternation of dry and wet 


periods has another important point in 
its favor on ordinary soils. Hilgard bas 
shown that it furnishes the ideal condi- 
tions under which the soluble constitu- 
ents of the soil rise to the surface.

•elopmeui hai always ivit«-d on tho 
•iuu-; g*-:_i.-ral principles grouped around 
a <v-utr.il thought—that of dvatiug a 
.small <-!r.as with the power to give 
plenty of hard labor to the bulk of th« ' 
pi-ople in exchange fur a sriall portion j 
of the wealth they should produce. A j 
fiui.- thungut, is it not? It is mnch older 
than the pyramids of Egypt, that 
thought. We can find it wherever great 
heatheu civilizations grew and flour- j 
tsh<^, often for centuries long and 
many. Thanks to that fino lady, Mmf- j 
Kvolution, tlie theory iu question has 
been considerably improved, in the last 
25 years most especially. It has been j 
made more conservative than ever—that 
is, more destructive than ever. Becanse 
what U it that we shfmld conserve, pre- 
serve, perpetuate, in common parlance? 
The power of the few to fix the condi- 
tions on which tho many shall live and 
die, struggle and perish, with as few 
joys as possible, as they rapidly pass 
through life as clouds pass through 
space when driven by the lash of die 
tempest 


Even that placid historian and phi- 


losopher of ours, Washington Irving, 
said, "History is but a record of the 
crimes and miseries that men have in- 
flicted upon each other." The truth of 
that fact aud the unreasonableness of 
its existence can only be fully grasped 
by the few men who, toward the end of 
their lives, have been able to enjoy a 
quiet existence and use their days in 
the study of Gori's truth for the btaielit 
of humanity. As long as we remain en- 
tangled' <u the struggle for existence, 
through wealth or poverty, no matter 
which, in search of bread or ambitions, 
we fail in most cases to appreciate the 
potentialities of men for good if they 
would give np their mean, selfish in- 
stincts, the worst part of ourselves. 
Hard lives breed hard, nonsympathetie 
souls, and it happens that today it is 
pretty nearly as hard to make both ends 
meet as to keep wealth after you have 
got it 
The writer cannot place his 


finger on a single friend of his who has 
improved through wealth in the last 80 
years or so. Is not that an indication of 
the fatal, immoral civilization of today, 
of what we may call our destructive 
conservatism? 


Up to 50 years ago we were satisfied 


with giving to most men plenty of work 
for little pay. Jfow we have learned 


'•, better. We can now give piles of hard 


j work to some for little pay and not 


i work enough to others for them to keep 
' alive. Our present conservatism is, then, 


i more destructive than ever, all because 


j evils arc bound to grow if not extermi- 


i natvd. Neither incur personal nor i u j *.*"'*«"]"' 
! our social relations can we trifle with | Vooster 
' sin. Neither the individual nor the na- 


tion can with impunity overlook tho 
eternal moral code of God 
And where 


is the morality of our present social 
status? 
Bad as it was among heathen 


nations and up to 50 years ago, all men 
could find work and live after a fashion. 
The few had the power to rob the work- 
ers out of 30 or 40 per cent of what- 
they produced. It was reserved to the 
end of our glorious nineteenth century 
to rob up to GO or 70 per cent of what 
tho workers produce and decree what 
proportion of those workers shall re- 
main idle and gradually sink down iruo 
that degradation which makes men in- 
different to all honest labor and evolves 
the professional tramp, city loafer, etc. 
Ours is tho only civilization which can 
claim the glory of having evoluted that 
lowest, human type. 


In the presence of that dreadful social 


deformity as a climax to many others, 
old and new, ancient and modem, one 
is apt to bo provoked with the inertia 
of the classes and the masses as well as 
with their attachments to political and 
industrial systems so inadequate to all 
our present needs.

As they were drawing 
Into the siding the passenger train 
came around the carve and before it 
could be brought to a stopdssbcci 
into tbe rear of the freight. Fortu- 
nately the passenger train was under 
control and running at a rate of only 
about fifteen miles an hour, other- 
wise the accident might have been 
of a more serious nature.
